SLEET, SNOW HiT CITY; 
DRUP OF 44 DEGREES 


Most of State Blanketed and 
Streets and Roads Are 


Slippery. 


A sleet and snow storm follow- 
ing rain and a temperature drop 
of 44 degrees covered St. Louis 
and two-thirds of the State today. 
Streets and roads were slippery, 
and several plane flights were 
temporarily delayed at Lambert- 
St. Louis Field. 

About .4 of an inch of sleet fell 
between 8:30 a. m. and 10:24 a.m. 
today, Metorologist Harry Wahl- 
gren reported, Between 10:24 
a. m. and 2 p. mm. 2.1 inches of 
snow covered St. Louis, the snow 
ceasing later in the afternoon, 
The temperature dropped from 
63 at 3 p. m. yesterday to 19 at 
2p. m. today. However, the big- 
gest drop in temperature occurred 
between midnight and 1 a, m. to- 
day, the temperature falling from 
50 to 35 degrees. 

The State Patrol reported ice on 
all roads, except in the Southeast 
portion of the state and that 
trucks with heavy loads were un- 
able to make steep inclines. and 
some tractors and trailers were 
stalled on roads over most of the 
state. 

Rain, which began here at 4:30 
p. m. yesterday, turned to rain 
and sleet at 2 a. m. and to sleet at 
8:30 a. m. today. Driving during 
the early morning rush hours was 
hazardous, but police reported few 
accidents. The Express Highway 
remained open. 

Wahlgren reported sleet or snow 
in most of the central, northern 
and southwest portions of the 
state. Tarkio, in the northwest 
part of the state, had a tempera- 
ture of 9, the low for the state. 

Wahlgren predicted sleet or snow 
continuing here this afternoon, 
turning to partly cloudy and cold- 
er tonight, with the temperature 
dropping to about 14. The lowest 
temperature recorded was 14 be- 
low zero in International Falls, 
Minn.

Chester W. Nimitz's com- 
munique* today made no further 
mention of the carrier strike — 
maintaining the same _ silence 
which followed the Fifth Fleet's 


two-day carrier smash against 
Tokyo Feb. 16 and 17. 

The Tokyo radio indicated the 
capital was about to receive the 
third bombing of the day when it 
broadcast an air-raid warning that 
“enemy night bombers” had pene- 
trated the Shizuoka prefecture 
and were heading toward Tokyo.

All #-209s~ Return. 


Radio Tokyo said 1600 carrier 
planes and 165 Superfortresses 
made the twin attack Sunday, but 
Tokyo later said only 600 planes 
were in the carrier force. The 
War Department reported that 
more than 200 Superfortresses 
participated and that all returned. 

The Superforts dropped bombs 
and incendiaries for two hours 
through a heavy snowfall. Dam- 
age was done to airfields, military 
installations and transportation 
facilities in the Tokyo area, Ra 
dio Tokyo asaid, adding that 
“bombs started fires in 
sections” but “they were 
entirely quelled by nightfall.”

This stiffest fight of the Pacific 
war went i.to its second week 
with the Yanks grimly holding al- 
most half the island, 750 miles 
south of Tokyo, and making inex- 
orable progress northward, 

The Marines, already on the 


main airfield in the southern part 
of Iwo, captured the east-west run- 
way of the central Iwo fighter 
field late yesterday and enveloped 
two thirds of the north-south run- 
way after a full day of heavy 
fighting. 

Their assault followed a prelim- 
inary bo. 1Lardment by artillery 
and warship batteries. Carrier 
planes and Marianas-based Liber- 
ato: bombers gave close support 
to the ground forces, Adm. Ches- 
ter W. Nimitz announced in a 
communique, 


2827 Japs Killed. 


The count of Japanese dead on 
Iwo reached 2827 by noon yester- 
day. This tabulation showed only 
28 more than the 2799 total report- 
ed the day before. The enemy 
garrison was estimated at 20,000 
on D-day. 

The last report on American cas- 
ualties was the figure of 5372 dead, 
wounded and missing up to 6 p. m. 
Wednesday. The dead numbered 
644 at that time. 

Nimitz announced that the 
Third, Fourth and Fifth Marine 
Divisions of Maj. Gen. Harry 
Schmidt's Fifth Amphibious Corps 
launched their big attack “after 
preliminary bombardment by Ma- 
rine artillery and heavy units of 
the Pacific fleet.” 

“Fighting was heavy throughout 
the day,” the communique said, 
“and at nightfall our forces were 
in possession of the east-west run- 
way of the central Iwo field and 
hbout two thirds of the north- 
south runway.”

REMNANTS OF JAP

MANILA BUILDINGS 


Enemy Uses Surrender 
Period to Improve Posi- 
tions — N e w “Blasts 
Shake Corregidor’s 
Underground Tunnels, 


MANILA, Feb. 26 (AP).—Offi- 
cially the battle is over, but Ma- 
nila rumbled today as American 
artillery blasted Japanese who 
used a surrender period to im- 
prove their positions in the two 
buildings they still hold. 

At the entrance of Manila Bay, 
Coregidor fortress was shaken 
anew by underground explosions 
touched off by enemy marines 
committing mass suicide. 

Last night loud speakers blared 
a final warning from Maj. Gen. 
Robert S. Beightler to Japanese 
in Manila’s Agricultural and Fi- 
nance buildings to “surrender, 
commit suicide or be killed.” 

Given 30 Minutes. 

The Japanese answered with 
sniper fire in the direction of the 
loud speakers. When the warn- 
ing voice gave the enemy 30 min- 
utes to evacuate, Lt. Richard K. 
Bishop of East Brady, Pa., said, 
some Japanese dashed from the 
building and dived into defense 
positions at its base, using the 
immunity period to improve their 


position. 

Main fighting was east of Ma- 
niila among the Takahashi Line, 
where Maj. Gen. O. W. Griswold, 
Fourteenth Corps commander, pre- 
dicted heavy battling. 

There was no mention in Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur's communique 
today of action in Manila. He an- 
nounced Saturday that the Thirty- 
seventh Infantry and First Caval- 
ry divisions had overwhelmed the 
enemy's final positions in South 
Manila’s ancient Intramuros and 
destroyed the trapped garrison, 

12,000 Dead Counted, 

More than 12,000 Japanese bodies 
already had been coufted. 

On Corregidor, 200 survivors 
tried to make a run for it from 
the Malinta tunnel mouth after a 
tremendous blast, but were cut 
down by Yank fire. 

Five big explosions were heard 
Friday night deep under Malinta 
Hill. Great pieces of tunnel were 
blown out Wednesday as the Japa- 
nese touched off a subterranean 
ammunition dump. Several Yanks 
were buried alive and others were 
injured. 

MacArthur announced the cap-) 
ture by Sixth Division Yanks of 
San Isidro and Montalban in a 
sweeping drive to clear the foot- 
hills east of Manila. He reported 
steady pressure on all fronts and 
continued aerial strikes against 
enemy air, sea and land facilities 
from Formosa to New Guinea. 

Push Toward Baguio. 

While protecting units pushed 
the enemy back from the general 
area of Manila, a spearhead of the 
Thirty-third Division was sent 
probing in the bills north of Ro- 
sario toward the Philippine sum- 
mer capital at Baguio. The Thir- 
ty-second captured high ground 
covering the Villa Verde trail. 

First Cavalry Division elements 
neared Antipolo, 18 miles due east 
of Manila. 

The Eleventh Airborne, whose 
akytroopers effected the rescue of 
2146 internees Friday at Los 
Banos, crossed the San Juan Riv- 
er on the southwest shore of La- 
guna de Bay, 15 miles south of 
conquered Muntinlupa. 

San Isidro and Montalban fell 
to Maj.

It is now apparent the Japanese 
did not mean to leave any large 
force in Manila, but had intended 
to withdraw all but the demoli- 
tionists.

Only five German divisions have 
been identified in. battle so far. 

American casualties were de- 
scribed officially as low and well 
below the number expected. Teams 
of tanks and infantry were find- 
ing towns on the Rhine plain de- 
serted by civilians. 

Among the towns captured were 
Oberembt, Guesten, Haselweiler, 
Spiel, Granterath, Houverath, 
Hetzerath, Triest, Morsel, Muntz, 
Mersch, Wellidorf, Rodingen, Mer- 
zenich, Ellen, Binsfield, Stockheim 
and Kreuzau. 

Heavy German rail and road 
movements were spotted east of 
the Rhine, moving north toward 
Cologne. 

The Germans are known to have 
an armored reserve west of the 
Rhine to guard the approaches to 
the Ruhr. This force is not yet 
willing—or able—to get into the 
fight. The Ruhr is indispensable 
to the German war machine, for 
as late as 1942, the British esti- 
mated that 75 per cent of the ene- 
my’s war industries were located 
in its packed area, smaller than 
the state of Delaware. 

Advices from the Canadian front 
in the north said the Germans 
were withdrawing armored units 
to meet the American push on 
the Rhineland. A Berlin broad- 
cast said the Germans had blown 
an Urft River dam and unleashed 
several million cubic feet of 
water into the Roer in an ‘at- 
tempt to slow the American of- 
fensive.

FIRST ARMY, Feb. 25 (Delayed) 
(AP). — Night-fighting American 
infantrymen smashing toward Co- 
logne across the flooded Roer riv- 
er pressed on early today against 
weakening enemy resistance. 

Lt. Gen. Courtney H. Hodges’ 
powerful attack was rolling for- 
ward with gathering power as re- 
inforcements, supporting weapons 
and equipment poured into the 
growing bridgehead. 

Long columns of vehicles, big 
guns and equipment streamed 
across the bridges of the Roer, 
and none could watch this move- 
ment without realizing that this 
was one of the greatest drives 
ever put on by the First Army. 

While convoys moved forward, 
German prisoners moved back to 
rear areas. One division alone has 
captured approximately 2000. 

A battalion of 250 German en- 
listed men and a staff of five of- 
ficers was trapped in . ancient 
Rath castle, between Ellen and 
Merzenich, as a result of the night 
attack. The battalion was cap- 
tured by troops under the com- 
mand of Lt. Col, Samuel Koster, 
West Liberty, Ia. 

This third successive night at- 

tack caught many Germans by 
surprise. In Merzenich, Germans 
were caught in their night clothes. 
They were a strange sight walk- 
ing down the roads to the prisoner 
of war cage. 
The infantry received strong ar- 
tillery support, and in the daylight 
hours their moves toward high 
ground held by the Germans north 
of Dueren was made behind a 
continuous smoke screen. One ar- 
tillery battalion in 24 hours fired 
41,000 rounds. 

Guns under the command of 
Lt. Col. J. H. Battle, Concord, 
N. C., laid down 4155 rounds of 
smoke shells in covering move- 
ments. For 15 hours of the 
initial assault there Was a smoke 
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south as the northern edge of the 
Ruhr, 

The once highly efficient Ger- 
man system for repairing railways 
and roads appeared to be break- 
ing down. Debris-cluttered freight 
yards were said to be only 40 per 
cent in operation. 

The Allied air forces flew 5600 
sorties yesterday, with a large 
portion devoted to blistering at- 
tacks on German positions and 
communications between the 
American armies and the Rhine.

1000 YANKS FREED BY REDS 
TO BE SENT HOME SOON 


MOSCOW, Feb. 26 (AP).—R. 
Adm. E. R. Archer, chief of the 
British military mission in Mos- 
cow, announced today that about 
1000 Americans and 2500 British 
Empire prisoners of war liberated 
from German camps by the Red 
Army will be sent home soon from 
a repatriation camp set up at 
Odessa.

TWO RED FORCES 
ATTACK GERMAN

Rokossovsky Reported 51 
Miles From Baltic— 
Other Drive to West 


Nearer Stettin. 


LONDON, Feb. 26 (AP).—Rus- 
sian armored forces, scoring a 
new 10-mile gain in the drive 
through Pomerania 
Baltic, have reached the area of 
Hammerstein, 51 miles from the 
sea, a German military spokesman 
said today. 

Other Soviet troops to the south- 
west forced the Germans to re- 
treat northward from captured 
Arnswalde to a line along the Ikna 
River, he reported. The Ihna runs 
through Starogard and Reetz, 19 
to 40 miles east of Stettin, Baltic 
port for Berlin. 

The thrust which the Nazis said 
had carried near Hammerstein 
was part of a powerful assault 
by troops of Marshal Konstantin 
K. Rokossovsky's Second White 
Russian Army designed to seal off 
large German forces in the north- 
eastern part of Pomerania, in the 
Polish corridor and the former 
free Danzig territory. 

The attack from Arnswalde, by 
units of Marshal Gregory K, Zhu- 
kov’s First White Russian Army, 
was aimed at bringing up his 
northern flank preparatory to a 
direct assault on Berlin. To a 
lesser extent, Rokossovsky’s as- 
sault some 100 miles northeast of 
Stettin had the same purpose. 

The Germans said Rokossovsky 
had thrown more than 50,000 men 
into his drive, which Moscow an- 
nounced last night had captured 
the stronghold of Preussich-Fried- 
land and eight other localities in 
a seven-mile advance through 
lake-studded territory. Preussich- 
Friedland is an important road 
hub across the border 17 miles 
southwest of Chojnice, Poland, 

The Russians overran a stretch 
of the Berlin-Danzig superhigh- 
way and knifed across the Berlin- 
Stettin-Danzig railway. 

Moscow officially was again si- 
lent on the front east and south- 
east of Berlin except to announce 
that units of Marshal Ivan 8S. Ko- 
nev’s First Ukrainian Army made 
new gains in their assault on Bres- 
lau, encircled lower Silesia capital. 
Konev’s troops now hold nearly 40 
blocks in the southern part of 
Breslau. 

The German high command said 
two Soviet bridgeheads across the 
Neisse had been smashed south- 
east of Berlin, where Konev’'s 
artillery for several days has been 
laying down a heavy barrage in 
the Guben-Forst-Cottbus triangle. 

In East Prussia, Soviet forces 
battling southwest of Koenigsberg, 
imperiled capital of the province, 
seized six more towns yesterday, 
while farther to the north heavy 
German counterattacks on the 
Samland peninsula were repulsed, 
Moscow said, The Nazis fought 
desperately in the Samland area 
where they several days ago re- 
ported opening a corridor between 
Koenigsberg and Pillau, Baltic es- 
cape port 25 miles west. 

The German communique said 
parts of two Russian armies had 
been smashed in a six-day battle 
in Samland and that Koenigs- 
berg’s water, road and rail com- 
munications to Pillau had been re- 
established. 
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Iwo Shows Need 


War Production, Forrestal Says 


for Increased 


Navy Secretary Asserts Terrain Forced 
Yanks to Make Frontal Assault — He 
Broadcasts From Guam.

NEW YORK, Feb. 26 (AP).— 
Secretary of the Navy James V. 
Forrestal, who went ashore on Iwo 
Friday, broadcast from Guam 
last night that the Japanese put 
“every kind of defense” into the 
eight-square mile island, a vital 
shield for the enemy homeland, 
and the terrain forced the Yanks 
to make a frontal assault. 

“The Japs took full and skillful 
advantage of that terrain,” he 
said, “and of the fact that there 
could be” no tactical surprise to 
where an enemy would land. We 
had to land where we did and it 
had to be a frontal assault.” 


Forrestal said the Japanese 
“planted mortar, rocket and gun 
emplacements and artillery all 
over that grim and barren island 
so that there were streams of co 
verging fire at the beachheads 
over which the Marines had to 
come scrambling in from the sea.” 

Predicts Long Fight. 

He predicted the Marines would 
dig “for many weeks to come” be- 
fore the last Japanese is eliminat- 
ed from Iwo, 

Superiority of American muni- 
tions made the landings possible 
and the Marines took a toll of 
four dead Japanese for every 
American, Forrestal said. 

“The tremendous storm of metal 
thrown onto Iwo sharpens again 
the necessity for continued output 
of munitions in our plants at 
home,” he declared. “Only because 
of that rain of metal could the 
island be reduced at all. Because 
of it our ratio of losses is far less 
than it otherwise would have 
been.” 

Describing the powerful aerial 
and naval bombardment that pre- 
ceded the landings, Forrestal dis- 
closed that, in between bombing 
missions to Japan, planes of the 
fast carriers of the Fifth fleet, as 
well as some of the battleships 
and cruisers from that same ag- 
gregation of power, joined in the 
concentrated pounding. 


Saw Flag Planted. 

Forrestal watched a platoon of 
Marines scale a precipitous, 600- 
foot volcano—the highest point on 
the island—to hoist the American 
flag. 

“Even through a glass they 
seemed tiny figures, scrambling 
skyward against a background of 
blue,” he recalled. “And then a 
few minutes later from the thou- 
sands of throats upon ships, and 
on land and sea, came the sudden 
cry: ‘There goes the flag.’ 

“That is how the Stars and 
Stripes went up on the first island 
of Japan's outer rim of island de- 
fenses. It was the high point of 
a week of hard fighting, fighting 
which continues and will continue 
for some days to come.” 

Forrestal declared it was the 
Navy's policy, as Adm. Chester 
Nimitz has said, to maintain “an 
unstoppable edge of power in 
these attacks—a steam roller, as 
he puts it.” 

“Steam Roller Saves Lives.” 

“That steam roller saves us 
many lives,” the Secretary added. 
“It will take the output, however, 
of many factories and hard work 
by all hands in these factories for 
months to come, if weare to keep 
that edge of power.” 

A delayed dispatch said For- 
restal, wearing a sweat shirt and 
khakis, went ashore in a Higgins 


boat with Lt. Gen. Holland Smith, 
Pacific commander of the Ma- 
rines, and two Admirals, and 
stayed ashore for more than an 
hour. 

In an interview aboard the ex- 
peditionary force flagship, the 
Secretary said the amphibious 
campaign, employing 800 ships, 


hundreds of planes and three Ma- 
rine divisions, showed the need 
for tremendous amounts of war 
materials. 

He observed that war supplies 


appear to be in huge quantity as 
they roll off the production lines 
back home, but not until one has 
seen their ultimate end—in naval 
gunnery, aerial bombardments and 
on the blasted, smoking island— 
does one realize how little it is. 


Decries Laxity at Home. 

He decried “waves of easy as- 
sumptions” which he said some 
people back home permit them- 
selves. 

The people we are fighting are 
not normal, said Forrestal. 

“They are driven by terror and 
mystical fanaticism,” with the re- 
sult, he added, that we have been 
taking islands in the Pacific only 
by wiping out all Japanese de- 
fenders, 

In an earlier conference aboard 
ship Forrestal cited the “great 
tendency to count our battles won 
before they are won.” He declared 
the United States "has a formida- 
ble task in “making this great 
ocean safe for America.”

PRIESTS IN MANILA 


Sealed in Tunnel - Like 
‘Shelter,’ Shot Through 
Mouths, Wounded 
Churchman Says. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb 26 
(AP). A wounded Catholli 
priest's story of the slaughter o 
in the St. Augustine 


Japanese troops in Manila’s old 
walled city, was broadcast from 
the Philippine capital yesterday 
by Arthur Feldman, Blue Net- 
work war correspondent. 

Feldman identified the priest 
as Father Palomino, rescued by 
American infantrymen who 
wiped out the last organized en- 
emy resistance in the Intramuros 
yesterday. Father Palomino was 
described as the only suryivor 
of the episode. 

“Before he was taken to the 
hospital he asked to be granted 
only one wish, that his story be 
told to all the world,” said Feild- 
man. “Here is that story: 

“The Japa ordered 130 priests 
who were in St Augustine 
Church to tak@ refuge in the air 
raid shelter of the church. ft 
is a tunnel-like affair with oniy 
a single opening. The Japa told 
them to go there for safety, 
warning them that, if they didn't 
and the Americans arrived and 
found them they would be mur- 
dered. 

“Once the priests were inside 
the shelter the Japs tossed hand 
grenades in from the single open- 
ing. Many priests were killed 
and many more were wounded 
by the blasts. 

“Then the Japs told all who 
were standing to open their 
mouths. Then they stuck pis- 
tols in the open mouths and shot 
them. Following that the Japs 
closed the entrance to the shel- 
ter, leaving the wounded to be 
buried alive. 

“They did a hasty job and 
Father Palomino, who had been 
wounded by a grenade, 
to claw an opening and crawl 
out. Hours later our G. ls found 
him. 

“He arrived on the north side 
of the Pasig River wearing a 
white polo shirt and a pair of 
khaki trousers. He had replaced 
his priestly garments with ‘those 
clothes before going into the 
shelter which later was to be 
come ai grave,” the broadcast 
said.

Chadeayne, Renick and 
Toberman Also Indorse 
City Committee Report 
on Sheriff.

Henry F. Chadeayne, Fred A. 
Renick and Alderman Walter H. 
Toberman filed today for the

Chadeayne announced that he 
was resigning his office of Comp- 
troller of the General American 
Life Insurance Co., in order to de- 
vote his full time to the campaign. 
He said he would submit his res- 
ignation to Walter W. Head, pres- 
ident of the insurance company, 
and that “the company has no 
commitment to re-engage me.” 

Backs New Constitution. 

On behalf of himself and his 
two associates on the city ticket, 
Chadeayne issued a_ statement 
urging St. Louis voters to support 
the proposed new Constitution in 
tomorrow's special election. 

“It must and will be adopted,” 
he said. 

The statement issued by Cha- 
deayne for the three also touched 
on the current demand of the citi- 
zens’ group for a party house- 
cleaning, particularly in the office 
of Sheriff John F. Dougherty. The 
Post-Dispatch has told the fact of 
Dougherty’s interest as partner in 
the lately closed Hyde Park gam- 
bling club in Venice, and further 
facts as to the police records and 
gang associations of some of 
Dougherty’s appointees. The state- 
ment said: 

“A special committee was ap- 
pointed at the caucus of the Dem- 
Citizens’ Committee to 
make a report with reference to 
the charges made in the public 
press as to the Sheriff's office. 
That committee made a _ report 
which was adopted last Saturday 
by the Democratic City Commit- 
tee. We unreservedly concur in 
the report made by the said spe- 
cial committee, and urge that the 
action therein recommended be 
promptly and vigorously taken.” 

The special committee, headed 
by -Committeeman James H. De- 
neeffe, of the Fifth Ward, called 
for the resignation of Sheriff 
Dougherty if it should be shown 
that he was engaged in an illegal 
enterprise at the time of his elec- 
tion. The Post-Dispatch has stated 
the fact that Dougherty owned a 
2% per cent interest in the Hyde 
Park Club last March, which was 
subsequent to his filing, in Febru- 
ary, as a candidate for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for Sheriff. 

Favor Permanent Committee. 

The candidates’ statement also 
indorsed the plan of the citizens’ 
group for a permanent committee 
to pass on the qualifications of 
candidates for Democratic nom- 
inations. Such a committee is to 
be formed at a meeting to be held 
at Hotel Jefferson Friday night, 
and the statemenf called on “all 
public-spirited men and women in- 
terested in the program of the 
Democratic party” to attend the 
meeting. 

Issuance of a platform, “a broad, 
constructive program designed to 
advance the welfare of St. Louis” 
was promised by the three candi- 
dates, who called for “sound, con- 
structive suggestions from repre- 
sentatives of all groups in the 
community.” The three candi- 
dates, who if elected would con- 
stitute the city Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment, pledged them- 
selves “to work together as & 
team” in the affairs of that Board, 
which has the power of approv- 
ing and vetoing municipal expend- 
itures. 

Chadeayne and Toberman ar- 
rived at the City Committee’s of- 
fice, room 305 in the Jefferson, 
before the door was open. They 
were admitted at 9, and Renick 
joined them 12 minutes later, and 
Chairman John J. Dwyer of the 
City Committee appeared, De- 
neeffe, as treasurer of the com- 
mittee, accepted the filings and 
the fees, $200 for the mayoralty 
candidate, $160 for the candidate 
for Comptroller and $60 for the 
aspirant to the board presidency.

RED ARMY ‘SWELL’ 
TO ST. LOUISAN WHO 
*?CHUTED INTO LINES 


Lt. Harry Schulz Taken to 
Moscow After Bailing 
Out Feb. 9. 


MOSCOW, Feb. 26 (AP). — Lt. 
Harry Schulz of St. Louis, whose 
Flying Fortress crashed after a 
Feb. 9 raid on Germany, said yes- 
terday the Russians “treated us 
swell” when the Americans were 


forced to bail out behind the Red 
Army lines. 

“We knew we couldn’t get back 
to France,” Schulz related, “and 
so we headed for the Russian 
front. The plane started icing up 
and everyone who could bailed 
out, : 

“After I jumped I saw the plane, 
which had been headed east, sud- 
denly turn west. It was in bad 
shape. We all landed about a 
mile from one another. As we 
hit. the ground the Russians 
swarmed around us. When they 
realized we were Americans they 
treated us swell. The boys who 
went down with the ship were 
found, all dead. The Russians 
helped us bury them.” 

Schulz arrived in Moscow with 
a group of other American flyers 
who had been forced to bail out 
behind Russian lines,

Development of the Tennessee 
Valley under the unified plan of 
the Tennessee Valley Authority 
meant economic gains for that re- 
gion in a period when the Mis- 
souri Valley region was in an eco- 
nomic decline, Raymond R. Tuck- 
er, professor of mechanical en- 
gineering at Washington Univer- 
sity and chairman of the St. Louis 
Committee for the Missouri Val- 
ley Authority, said yesterday at a 
meeting at the Webster Groves 
Congregational Church, 16 West 
Lockwood avenue. 

Between 1929 and 1939, Tucker 
said, people in the Missouri Val- 
ley felt a 12 per cent loss in per- 
sonal income, while people in the 
Tennessee Valley experienced a 
20 per cent gain, In the same pe- 
riod, he said, salaries and wages 
and manufacturing declined in the 
Missouri Valley and gained in the 
Tennessee Valley. 

Tucker pointed out that devel- 
opment problems in the two val- 
leys are not identical, but he said 
that the Missouri River did flood 
damage of 150 million dollars in 
1942, 43 and '44, and each year it 
washes away a ton of topsoil for 
every acre in the region. At the 
same time, he said, the Missouri 
represents “an electric power po- 
tential of a million horsepower. 
Harnessed ... it would mean a 
lighter load for farmers, brighter 
homes, relief for the housewife 
from her most burdensome duties, 
growth of industries and, of 
course, more jobs and greater 
prosperity for the region.” 


No region in America is in 
greater need of cheap. electric 
power, Tucker said, for power “is 
more expensive and less available 
here than in any other great re- 
gion of the United States.” The 
average cost of household power 
in the Missouri basin, he said, is 
4.1 cents per kilowatt hour, as con- 
trasted to an average cost of 1.8 
cents per kilowatt hour in the 
group of largest cities which retail 
TVA power. 

Greatest benefits {n the develop- 
ment of the Missouri River, as 
seen from the experience of the 
Tennessee River development, are | 
to be derived not from a single 
factor, such as cheap power, 
Tucker said, but from an harmoni- 
ous balancing of agriculture, labor, 
and business within the whole 
Missouri Valley region. Experience 
has shown, he said, that this can- 
not be accomplished by piecemeal 
“flood control,” and “navigation” 
measures, but development of the 
Missouri River Valley must be 
planned as a whole project for the 
benefit of all. 

For this reason, he said, it ts 
vitally important that the Murray 
bill for the establishment of a Mis- 
sourl Valley Authority be given 
fair consideration by the United 
States Senate—a fair considera- 
tion which it will not receive in 
the Commerce Committee of the 
Senate, to which it was referred 
by Vice President Harry S. Tru- 
man. Tucker urged the widest 
possible support to the Murray 
resolution to have the MVA bill 
referred to the Agriculture Com- 
mittee, where friends of the 
measure believe it will receive a 
fair consideration. 

Tucker, both in his talk Sunday 
and in a statement issued today, 
urged that “every public-spirited 
citizen consider it his civic respon- 
sibility to write to the President, 
to Vice President Truman, Senate 
Majority Leader Barkley and Sen- 
ators Donnell and Briggs, recom- 
mending that they support the 
Murray resolution to transfer the 
MVA bill to the Agriculture Com- 
mittee.” 

Unified Planning to Aid All. 

The MVA bill. Tucker pointed 
out, does not bind the Missouri 
River Valley region to a “plan,” 
but rather to a general approach, 
that of unified planning for the 
good of all. A specific plan would 
be worked out for the develop- 


ment of the region, he said, with-

PARIS, Feb. 26 (By Wireless). 
—On Sunday afternoon, Feb. 11, 
Lawrence K. Whipp, organist at 
the American Cathedral of the 
Holy Trinity, put on his overcoat 
and hat and left the residence of 


the French family in Auteuil with 
which he had made his home for 
many years. 

He announced that he was go- 
ing to visit his friend, Tudor Wil- 
kinson, 18 Quai d’Orleans, and 
probably would remain for dinner. 
Since then no trace of him has 
been found despite the untiring 
efforts of the Paris civil police 
and’ French and American mill- 
tary police, 

The Very Rev. Frederick W. 
Beekman, dean of the cathedral, 
said today that there were three 
theories on the musician's disap- 
pearance; that he was assaulted 
and robbed and thrown into the 
Seine by one of the gangs that 
infest the capital; that he took 
his own life by drowning or that 
he was the victim of political 
vengeance. 


Sought to Return to U. S. 

In support of the suicide theory 
it was said that Whipp was de- 
pressed over alleged delay and red 
tape on the part of the State De- 
partment and the American Em- 
bassy in Paris in arranging a pass- 
port and travel accommodations 
for a trip to the United States for 
the purpose of regaining his 
health, which was gravely under- 
mined by the strain of the last 
four years, one of which he spent 
as a prisoner of war at Com- 
piegnes. 

The theory of political venge- 
ance was based on a strange 
cleavage of sympathies in Whipp’s 
own personality. It was held 
equally plausible that he might 
have been abducted or assassi- 
nated by Nazi secret agents or 
executed by French terrorists of 
the French Forces of the Interior. 

During the early part of the 


occupation, Whipp hated the Ger- 


mans and took daring, perilous 
risks in carrying out underground 
resistance activities under the 
very noses of the enemy who had 
occupied the American cathedral 
as the chief German army church 
in Paris. 

Later he was won over by many 
acts of kindness by high German 
officers. Recently he came under 
the influence of elements who are 
anti-Nagzi but who believe a gener- 
ous peace should be given the Ger- 
man people as a whole. 

Whipp frequently expressed in- 
dignation over the British-Ameri- 
can policy of “unconditional sur- 
render.” 

Ill and Despondent. 

According to Dean Beekman, 
the organist for days before his 
disappearance had been . over- 
wrought, ill and despondent, but 
gave no intimation, that he waa 
thinking of ending his life. He 
was particularly downcast during 
the previous week because in a 
few days he lost five of his prin- 
cipal choir singers, partly because 
of illness and partly because of 
temperament. 

The last service at which he of- 
ficiated, late on the morning of 
Feb. 11, was cut short because the 
remnants of the choir could sing 
only hymns. After Whipp had 
played the postlude, Dean Beek- 
man tried to console him by say- 
ing he had never heard him play 
more beautifully. In tones remem- 
bered to have been unusually 
quiet and resigned, Whipp an- 
swered, “It’s very good of you to 
say so.” He left at once for the 
French home, where he had lunch- 
eon and helped with the dishes. 

It is now recalled that he was 
oddly silent, though he generally 
was a man of fluent speech. But

Damage Estimated at $37,000 
—Employes Escape 
Without Injury. 


A series of small dust explosions 
followed by fire caused by dam- 
age estimated at $37,000 yesterday 
in the main mill of Ralston-Purina 
Co., 816 Gratiot street. A company 
official said the entire mill would 
be shut. down until Wednesday 
because of damage. 

The first explosion was appar- 
ently caused by a spark from a 
small piece of metal among soy 
beans being ground for oil and 
meal, Earl Sindecuse, a company 
spokesman, said. The grinding ma- 
chinery is on the fifth floor of 
the building. The series of explo- 
sions occurred along ventilating 
ducts of the dust collection system 
on the fifth, sixth and seventh 
floors. 

Fire Chief Frank Egenriether 
said damage included $35,000 to the 
contents and $2000 to the building. 


Chief damage was from water 


seeping into machinery and sacked 
grain and feed, he said, 

The first explosion occurred 
shortly before 3 p. m. An auto- 
matic sprinkler system _ kept 
flames under control until firemen 
arrived. Sindecuse said the soy 
bean grinding department wag the 
only one in operation, and the 
small number of employes on duty 
fled without injury. 

Three alarms were sounded be- 
fore the fire was extinguished. 
Several hundred spectators gath- 
ered, police said.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26 (AP).— 
John L. Lewis and his United 
Mine Workers’ Policy Committee 
served notice under the Smith- 
Connally Act today of the possi- 
bility of a bituminous coal strike 
in 30 days. 

The bituminous contract expires 
March 31 and negotiations with 
the operators begin Thursday. 
The policy committee gathered to- 
day to formulate demands for a 
new contract. 

Lewis, in a letter to Secretary 
of Labor Perkins, notified her 
that: 

“In order to protect our mem- 
bership under the terms of this 
act, this letter is now directed to 
you as formal notice that a labor 
dispute exists within the meaning 
of the act, as interpreted by this 
committee, between the United 
Mine Workers of America and the 
bituminous operators of this coun- 
try. 

“This notice is not intended to 
apply to any bituminous coal mine 
now under governmental seizure 
and control. 

“To the end and for the pur- 
pose of procuring a new basic 
wage agreement for the industry, 
we will work diligently and forth- 
rightly for the ensuing 30 daya to 
prevent, if possible, any interrup- 
tion of coal production so vital to 
the prosecution of the war in 
which our country is now  en- 
gaged, and to which we pledge 
our full devotion.” 

Lewis issued a bitter denuncia- 
tion of the Smith-Connally Act, 
which was enacted in 1943 after 
Lewis had engaged in strikes over 
his last contract. 

He said, “The mine workers are 
thus coerced into giving this no- 
tice: even though such conditions 
as above described may be forced 


itself.” 

Lewis quoted President Roose- 
velt as saying on June 25, 1943, 
that the act, which he vetoed but 
which was passed over his veto, 
would “force a labor leader 
is trying to prevent a strike

at the original 6 per cent rate 
would be $9,918,342, 


For the principal debt of $23,- 
134800, the plan provides that 
RFC shall receive first mortgage 
bonds of the new corporation to 
that amount. The bonds may be, 
at the option of RFC, either of 
Series A, which are to pay 3% per 
cent and run 15 years, or Serieg B, 
3% per cent for 25 years. 

Since heavy war traffic gave the 
Missouri Pacific an operating sur- 
plus, plans for cash settlement of 
the road's RFC indebtedness have 
been discussed, and one such plan 
was submitted to the court in No- 
vember, 1942, T. C. Davis, chair- 
man of the executive committee 
of the Missouri Pacific corpora- 
tion directorate, sought a court 
order directing Guy A. Thompson, 
trustee in bankruptcy, to pay off 
the principal and a_ reduced 
amount of interest in cash. 
Thompson and Attorney Russel! 
L. Dearmont opposed the proposal, 
and Judge Moore ruled that such 
payment “would not be in the in- 
terest of the trust estate and of 
the creditors.” 

The proponents of the plan took 
it to the Circuit Court of Appeals,

no right of appeal, a ruling which 
the United States Supreme Court 
refused to review. This stopped 
the move for immediate cash re- 
payment. 

At that time and since, attorneys 
in the case say, the attitude of 
RFC has been that it would ac- 
cept any cash awarded to it by the 
court, but that it did not wish to 
insist on any form of settlement 
that would interfere with reorgan- 
ization plans. The Davis proposal 
was considered as interfering with 
the reorganization plan then pend- 
ing, known as the Stedman plan. 
That plan was dropped, and the 
one now pending was formulated, 

Under the present reorganiza- 
tion plan, the Missouri Pacific's 
creditors, jncluding those of its 
two Texas subsidiaries, New Or- 
leans, Texas & Mexico and Inter- 
national-Great Northern, and in- 
cluding RFC, would receive a total 
of $30,574,095 cash. The rest of the 
roads’ obligations, amounting with 
unpaid interest to $800,815,662, are 
to be settled by issuance of bonds, 
preferred and common stock. 

Next to Missouri Pacific, the St. 
Louis Southwestern, or Cotton 
Belt, was the largest borrower 
from RFC among the lines having 
their general offices here, The 
Cotton Belt borrowed sums 
amounting, with interest, to $18,- 
352,577, between 1932 and 1936.

IN COMBAT ASSAILED 


Senator Taft Complains—Hill 
of Alabama Defends 
Practice. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26 (AP).— 
Senator Hill (Dem.), Alabama, 
contended today the War Depart- 
ment is justified by military neces- 
sity in sending 18-year-old 
draftees into combat with eight 
months of training, 

Replying to a demand by Sen- 
ator Taft (Rep.), Ohlo, for clarifi- 
cation of the department’s policies, 
Hill said he was -informed the 
young inductees were shipped 
overseas only after the Army had 
drained all of the men it could 
from more experienced divisions in 
training in this country. 


Taft was ready to cite in the 
Senate today the case of Pfc. Rob- 
ert R. Pogue of Cincinnati, his in- 
timate friend. Taft said Pogue, 
18, was reported killed in action 
in France on Feb. 3, a little more 
than seven months after he had 
been inducted. Taft asked for 
clarification of the War Depart- 
ment’s policy with respect to 
younger inductees, 

“The War Department found it 
necessary to draw on these young- 
sters as replacements.” Hill told 
reporters. “In most cases they 
have been given eight months of 
training and then placed in 
battle-tried divisions, where their 
more experienced comradeg could 
help them in combat.” 

Taft said he believed the Army 
could have drawn more heavily 
on older men with longer training 
in this country. 

Under Secretary of War Robert 
Patterson said Dec. 17 that the 
Army had been forced to dip into 
the pool of 18-year-old men, but 
gave assurances that all replace- 
ments had had adequate training.

15 Million Lives, Leveled Cities, 
Enormous Civilian Privations 


1,500,000 Died in 


Leningrad Blockade 


Alone, Maurice Hindus Says—Estimate 
for Ukraine From Four to Eight Millions 
—Two Million Victims Live ‘in Earth.’

have been ousted. But the unofficial information is gruesomely con- 


vincing. 

The Russian censors would 
never permit correspondents to 
hint at the number of deaths from 
famine in Leningrad during the 
blockade of the winter of 1942. Yet 
among themselves, particularly in 
Leningrad, Russians speak freely 
of the catastrophe. Physicians in 
the former capital of the Czars 
told me that the toll reached one 
and a half million lives. I heard no 
one in Leningrad dispute this 
figure. 

In the hope of being evacuated 
deep inland, masses of civilians 
from the surrounding lands poured 
into the city. But the blockade 
hemmed them in and barred all 
avenues of escape. They died in 
crowds. ‘There were houses in 
which, in apartment after apart- 
ment, not a person remained alive. 
Rooms were unheated, there was 
no water, there was no light, there 
was no food, the cold was fierce, 

People crawled into bed alone or 
with other members of the family, 
covered themselves with all the 
wraps they could find, kept 
munching away at a handful of 
raw lentils or beans or the half- 
pound of soggy bread they were 
receiving and passed Quietly out 
of life. The story of the Leningrad 
famine is one of the least pub- 
licized and most horrifying epi- 
sodes of the war. , 


Angry at Finland. 

It is lucky for Finland that the 
armistice terms were drafted not 
by representatives of the Lenin- 
grad population but by officials in 
Moscow. Had Leningrad been 
vested with authority to draft 
these terms, Finland would have 
been in a sorry plight. Mighty is 
the wrath of Leningraders against 
Finland, whom they hold largely 
responsible for the death from 
famine of a population equal to 
about one-half of its own entire 
population. 

Heavy as was the toll of civilian 
life in Leningrad, it constitutes 
only a fraction of those who were 
starved to death or were murdered 
in the occupied lands. On my re- 
cent journey in White Russia I 
became acquainted with an officer 
who was checking passports and 
other identification papers of pas- 
sengers on the train, “I am all 
alone in the world,” he_ said. 
“Sixty-three members of my fam- 
ily have been murdered.” 

Panteleimon Ponomorenko, Pres- 
ident of the White Russian Soviet 
Republic, told me that on the basis 
of evidence already gathered it has 
been established that one-tenth of 
the White Russian population of 
10 millions has perished in one 
way or another during the long 
German rule of the country. Two 
millions, he said, are still missing. 
Many of them were forcibly de- 
ported to Germany, but where the 
others are nobody knows. Mean- 
while, the head of the White Rus- 
sian Atrocity Commission informed 
me that he is all the time uncover- 
ing fresh mass graves stacked 
with dead bodies. 


Big Toll in Ukraine. 


Compared to the Ukraine, White 
Russia is lucky. The guerrilla 
armies there were so powerful that 
by the end of 1943 they held about 
three-fifths of the country and 
maved/the population from mass 
deportations and mass executions, 
But the flat open steppes of the 
Ukraine did not permit of as 
highly integrated and mighty a 
guerrilla movement as in White 
Russia. No one as yet knows the 
mumber of deaths that resulted 
from the German terror. The esti- 
mates are from four to eight 
millions. 

In the Baltic States, in Lenin- 


grad Province, in the Smolensk, 
Rzhev, Kalinin territories, which 
the Germans held from half a 
year to two years, there were con- 
tinuous mass deportations and 
mass executions. Russians declare 
that casualties from mass starva- 
tion and mass murder exceeded 
those of the fighting soldiery on 
all the fronts. Though it is never 
mentioned in the press and never 
alluded to in public utterances by 
any of the leaders, no Russian I 
know places the number of all 
casualties at less than 15 million, 
and there are many who insist 
that 15 million is an underestimate. 

The millions who were killed 
and who died from famine are 
only a part of the price Russia 
has already paid for the war and 
for its victories. The devastation 
and desolation in liberated areas, 
especially in industrial cities, beg- 
gar description. 


Homes in the Ground. 

All the way from Minsk to Mos- 
cow, as I looked out of the window 
of the train, I saw on either side 
of the tracks endless wreaths of 
smoke oozing out of the earth. It 
looked as though the earth within 
was afire. Every wreath of smoke 
represented a dugout or a deep 
straw-floored and _ straw-roofed 
hole in the ground in which one 
or more families were living. 

At least two million families 
have made their abode “in the 
earth,” as Russians say. Others 
are crowded and overcrowded in 
homes that escaped demolition 
and that have somehow again 
been made livable. Housing in 
the liberated regions is one of the 
most acute problems that is facing 
the Soviet administration. 

Food is much better this winter 
than it has been at any time since 
the war started. The liberation 
of the Ukraine, the Kuban, the 
Don, other agricultural § areas, 
above all “the epic of the potato,” 
as Russians speak of their war- 
time gardening, have increased 
the nation’s supply of grains and 
vegetables. While the bread ra- 
tions remain unchanged, it is 
easier to buy in the open or “kol- 
hoz’ markets flour, cereals and 
vegetables, and the price is about 
one-third of what it was in the 
first years of the war, 

Fats are still a serious problem. 
Even .more so are sweets. The 
German slaughter of livestock— 
pigs, cattle, sheep, goats and poul- 
try, the destruction of sugar re- 
fineries in the Ukraine, the killing 
of bees, especially on collective 
farms by removing honey from 
hives and either allowing the bees 
to die or setting hives afire and 
burning them to death, have 
wrought havoc with the country’s 
supplies of fats and sweets. Lend- 
lease shipments of these foods, 
however generous, have been quite 
inadequate to meet the needs even 
of the children of the country. 


Sacrifice for Army. 


In June, 1942, when I reached 
Kuibyshev, then the temporary 
capital, I observed as I wandered 
about the streets, that people were 
shabbily dressed. But when I 
went to the theater or the opera 
I was astounded at the festive ap- 
pearance of the audience. This 
is no longer so. Russians atill 
dresa for the theater as for any 
exalted occasion. But the good 
clothes they had in the prewar 
days have worn out and very few 
have been fortunate enough to buy 
new clothes. 

The civilian population denies 
itself everything—good _ clothes, 
good food, comfortable living

U. S. Abandoned Aloofness, Opened 
New Era at Yalta, Dulles Asserts 


NEW YORK, Feb. 26 (AP). 


OHN FOSTER DULLES, chair- 

man of the Commission on a 

Just and Durable Peace, said 
yesterday that at the Crimea con- 
ference the United States “aban- 
doned a form of aloofness which 
it had been practicing for many 
years.” 

Terming the Yalta meeting “a 
revival of the will to collaborate 
for peace as for war,” Dulles, for- 
eign affairs adviser to Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey during the 1944 
presidential campaign, declared in 
a statement: 

“The cynics will say that the 
United States merely accepted the 
inevitable and that the Soviet 
Union allowed the United States 
to agree only on Soviet terms. 

“To say that is to miss the main 
point. A new era was opened by 
the Crimea conference in that the 
United States abandoned a form 
of aloofness which it had been 
practicing for many years and the 
Soviet Union permitted joint ac- 
tion on matters that it had the 
power to settle for itself. 

“Now we can proceed hopefully 


with plans to broaden the base of 


international collaboration and 
make it permanent.” 

Referring to the Atlantic Char- 
ter as “the moral standard upon 
which the leaders of the United 
Nations have themselves agreed,” 
Dulles said: “Compared with that 
standard, the Crimea decisions do 
not stand up very well.” 

He continued: “We can draw 
two conclusions from the great 
discrepancy between the principles 
of the Atlantic Charter and the 
decisions taken at the Crimea con- 
ference. 

“One conclusion is that the At- 
lantic Charter reflects too much 
a static rather than a dynamic 
concept of the world. A second 
conclusion is that decisions taken 
in the“~heat of war will inevitably 
fall short of high principles.”

EFORE starting on my long 
tours with the Navy, I’ve de- 
cided to visit the famous B-29

So here I am, sitting oh a 
screened porch in my underwear, 
comfortable as a cat, with the 
surf beating on the shore and a 
lot of bomber pilots swimming out 
front. 

The B-29 boys, from comman- 
dant clear down to lowest enlisted 
men, live well out here. They are 
all appreciative of their good for- 
tune, and I’ve not heard a dis- 
senting voice. Of course, they 
would all rather be home, but who 
wouldn't? . 

Visits His ‘Nephew.’ 

HE man I came to visit is Lt. 

Jack Bales, another farm boy 
from down the road near Dana, 
Ind. Jack is a sort of nephew of 
mine. He isn’t exactly a nephew, 
but it’s too complicated to explain. 
I used to hold him on my knee 
and all that sort of thing. Now 
he’s 26, and starting to get bald 
like his “uncle.” 

Jack's folks still live just a mile 
down the road from our farm. But 

ack left the farm and went to 
tHe University of Illinois and got 
iucated real good, and was just 
ready to become a famous lawyer 
when the war came along and he 
enlisted. 

He spent a year as a private 
and then got a commission, and 
now he’s a first lieutenant and 
flew over with the B-29s from Ne- 
braska last October. 

When I telephoned Jack and 
said I’d be out in about an hour 
to stay a few days, he said he 
would put up an extra cot in his 
hut for me. 

When I got there the cot was 
up, with blankets and mattress 
covers laid out on it. Jack had 
told the other boys he was having 
a visitor, and on the assumption 
it was a woman, Jack had six 
eager volunteers helping him put 
up the cot. When I showed up, 
skinny and bald, it was an awful 
letdown, but they’ve all been de- 
cent about it. 

Jack lives in a stee] Quonset hut 
with 10 other flyers. Most of them 
are pilots, but Jack is a radio 
man, He and another fellow have 
charge of all his squadron's radio.

On Many Missions. 

UT on arriving I learned, both 

to my astonishment and pride, 
that he had been on more mis- 
sions than anybody in his squad- 
ron. In fact, he’s been on so many 
that his squadron commander has 
forbidden him to go for a while. 
He doesn’t go on so many be- 
cause he enjoys it. Nobody but a 
freak likes to go on combat mis- 
sions. He goes because he has 
things to learn, and because he 
can contribute things by going. 
Another mission or two and he 
will have had his quota authoriz- 
ing him to go back to rest camp 
for a while. But he seems to 
show no strain from the ordeal. 
He's pretty phlegmatic, and he 
Says that sitting around camp 
gets so monotonous he sort of wel- 
comes a mission just for a change. 

During flight Jack sits in a little 

compartment in the rear of the 
plane, and can’t see out. In all 
his missions over Japan he’s seen 
only one Jap fighter. Not that 
they didn’t have plenty around, 
but he’s so busy he seldom gets 
to a window for a peek. The one 
time he did, a Jap came slam- 
ming under the plane so close it 
almost took the skin off. 
Like all combat crewmen, Jack 
spends all night and at least half 
of each day lying on his cot. He 
holds the record in his hut for 
“sack time,” which means just 
lying on your cot doing nothing. 
He has his work so organized that 
it doesn’t take much of his time 
between missions, and, _ since 
there’s nothing else to do, you just 
lie around. 
Jack says he gas gotten so lazy 
he won’t be able to face a job 
after the war, so thinks he’ll work

| iene B-29 flyers sleep on folding 
canvas cots, with rough white 

sheets. Sleeping is wonderful 

here, and along toward morning 

you usually pull a blanket over 

you. 

Each flyer has a dresser of 
wooden shelves he’s made for him- 
self, and several homemade tables 
scattered around. The walls are 
plastered with maps, snapshots 
and pin-up girls—but I noticed 
that real pin-up girls (wives and 
mothers) dominated over’ the 
movie beauties.

Macmillan scored what he 
‘termed “malicious reports” that 
there is a division of opinion be- 
tween Britain and the United 
States on the question of increas-

delay in increasing the ration was 
caused by a shipping problem 
alone. 
| Noting that Italian combat 
troops have re-entered the line 
Macmillan sald the Italians “of 
‘course are right in seeking the 
honor of participation in the bat- 
tle,” but troops must be furnished 
with Allied equipment, and again 
there are shipping difficulties in 
‘that. Recruiting figures under the 
new call-up showed “a real wave 
‘of enthusiasm,” he declared, 

The new policy marks “not in-

The declaration removes much 
of Allied control in liberated ter- 
ritory, one of the insistent re-

Macmillan said that although 
ambassadorial freedom had been 
granted, the Allies have asked to 
be informed on any important ne- 
gotiations with foreign govern- 
ments.

U.S. for Policy 
Of Free Trade 
In Americas 


Second Proposal at 
Mexico City Urges 
Broad Industrial- 
ization. 


MEXICO CITY, Feb. 26 (AP), 


HE United States today pre- 
T sented two draft proposals at 

the Inter-American Conference 
calling for a free trade policy in 
the Americas and a broad indus- 
trialization program of the Latin 
American Republics, 

In the first resolution, an “eco- 
nomic charter for the Americas,” 
the United States suggested the 
prevention of cartel practices and 
the elimination of economic na- 
tionalism in the American repub- 
lics. It also urged the Americas 
to co-operate with other nations 
so that all countries may have 
equal access to the trade and raw 
materials of the world in accord- 
ance with the principles of the 
Atlantic Charter. 

It also seeks to give just and 
equitable treatment for foreign 
enterprise and capital in.the Amer- 
ican republics and provides for en- 
couragement of private enterprise 
and discouragement of Govern- 
ment intervention in business. 

The second proposal assures 
American co-operation in the in- 
dustrialization of Latin America 
by making the necessary machin- 
ery available as soon as possible 
after the war. 

The two resolutions were the 
most important of the nine the 
American delegation has tossed 
into the conference hopper. The 
others relate to the strengthening 
of the inter-American system, con- 
trol of Axis war criminals and 
economic adjustment. 

Introduction of the two pro- 
posals for all practical purposes 
put the conference on a business 
basis, since economic discussions 
are expected to dominate the 
opening phases of the meeting. 

The conference steering com- 
mittee, meanwhile, put an end to 
any possibility that the 19 delega- 
tions here would go on record as 
favoring a break in relations with 
Franco Spain. The committee ta- 
bled a resolution to this effect. 

The committee voted unani- 
mously not to report favorably on 
the proposal, after Colombian 
Foreign Minister Alberto Lleras 
Camargo and Uruguayan Foreign 
Minister Jacobo Vareia spoke in 
opposition. 

Chairman Ezequiel Padilla of 
Mexico introduced the subject, ex- 
plaining that many requests to 
deal with it had been received. 

Lieras Camargo told the com- 
mittee that Colombia, the United 
States and other countries have 
diplomatic relations with Spain, 
and that consequently a confer- 
ence where those countries are 
represented could not properly 
criticige its government.

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SENATE GROUP PUTS WAR

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26 (AP).—

that existing health facilities and 
programs be greatly expanded. 

“The men and women in the 
services have been accustomed to 
the best in medical and hospital 
care,” said Senator Pepper (Dem.), 
Florida, chairman of a subcommit- 
tee on wartime health and educa- 
tion which made the report.

The delegates at Mexico City are entirely 
correct to seek a hemisphere organization within 
the larger world society. Europe will have 
mutual interests not affecting others—so there 
will be European regional agreements. Cer- 
tainly there are equally strong mutual interests 
in this hemisphere. 

As for keeping the peace, there is no more 
reason for calling out the world forces against 
minor incidents in America than there is for 
calling soldiers to arrest a petty wrong-doer in 
St. Louis. 

Effective regional organization, to be sure, will 
not be accomplished without continuing adjust- 
ment to the rest of the world. It is pretty clear 
to Latin and North Americans, for example, that 
the best way to make Argentina a better neigh- 
bor is by levering. her economy through her 
foreign trade. 

That means England will have to be won over, 
The regional organization also assumes a re- 
ciprocal obligation to consider England’s interest. 
g here need be, in short, something like the rela- 
tionship between Federal and state governments 
in our own nation. It is imperfect but, for the 
most part, it can be made to serve well. 

Before any hemisphere organization can pull 
much weight in the world organization, strong 
ties must be knit, substantial agreements accom- 
plished within the hemisphere. Above all, prob- 
ably, we need numerous channels of economic 
neighborliness. The resolutions from Southern 
republics indicate some possibilities: one country 
is concerned with protection for infant indus- 
tries, another wants untrammeled marketing of 
its raw materials, a third would like a good 
chance at machinery and machine tools pro- 
duced in the United States. 

We have not always been very sympathetic 
with the economic aspirations of our neighbors. 
As the giant, we have had some idea that we 
can survive and even flourish without depending 
much on others. We seem to feel that we can 
wage war with impunity against Brazil’s growing 
cotton production, by dumping our own surplus 
under an export subsidy. | 

If it goes far enough, the reported American 
proposal to help Latin America industrialize will 
undoubtedly be popular. First or concurrently, 
however, we shall have to correct some existing 
economic frictions, Otherwise, we may find the 
hemisphere a little reluctant to fall in with our 
desires. 

In any event, the day is clearly past when we 
can regard the Monroe Doctrine as an appoint- 
ment to economic leadership. If we want a new 
doctrine of hemisphere co-operation, if we are 
truly interested in having the peoples of the 
hemisphere get the most good from one an- 
other, we are going to have to negotiate for it 
—which means give and take. Let us hope 
that spirit and business are engaging our people 
at Mexico City. So far, they seem to be. 
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In the Hands of the Voters

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Kernel for Postwar China 

There is something enhearteningly practical 
in the Foreign Economic Administration’s ap- 
proach to rehabilitating China’s economy, as 
shown by the “kernel” program of industrial 
plant construction 50 of its experts and tech- 
nicians have completed after 18 months’ work. 
The results, incorporated in a 12-volume report 
the Chinese Ministry of Economic Affairs is now 
studying, look to a program of some 600 fac- 
tories costing about $800,000,000, which could 
be completed in about seven years. 

“We found,” said Alex Taub, FEA engineering 
director who rode herd on the investigation, 
“that to create this kernel, this nucleus from 
which China could go ahead with her ultimate 
industrial structure, a first foundation of 104 
kinds of industries or factories’ would be re- 
quired.” These would call for a total of 620 
factories and 260 power plants sprinkled over 
the whole face of China. Of these, 170 were 
in mining and metallurgy, 105 in chemicals and 
basic processing, 236 for food production, 
processing and distribution, 192 in mechanically 
produced items. 

This program does not represent the indus- 
trial ambitions of the Chinese officials and 
experts, but was based on the scientific and im- 
partial analysis of the American experts. It does 
not err in being so huge in its promises and pro- 
jections that it is beyond the pale of the possible. 
It reflects the economic statesmanship of Donald 
Nelson, who spent many months in China trying 
to energize its war industries, and was en- 
abled to report to the President not long ago 
that China is increasing her war production with 
rapid strides. 

This present self-help program has already 
resulted in some increase in Chinese goods for 
civilians, and some check on the astronomical 
inflation. The FEA program would carry on 
the same realistic idea, and is greatly to be pre- 
ferred to a multi-billion-dollar program which 
would remain in the paper stage. 

China is a large nation today, but it remains 
to be seen whether she will also become a great 
power. She has the population, and many of the 
raw materials. Her leaders contend that if she 
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gets the services and facilities for an industrial 
civilization, she will be great as well as large. 
Such a “kernel” program of plants would be 
essential to her efforts to take this giant step. 
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Needed: A Wholesale Purge 


For all practical purposes, Egan gangsters ob- 
tained control of the local Democratic organiza- 
tion last year and dictated the nomination of 
their old pal, John F. Dougherty, for Sheriff. 
Both James J. Fitzsimmons, a former Sheriff, 
and John P. English, former Recorder of Deeds, 
were intimidated from running by threats of the 
gangsters. 

St. Louis has been wondering how it happens 
that Dougherty, who has been part owner of the 
notorious Hyde Park gambling spot on the East 
Side and an associate of gangsters and gamblers 
for two decades, could emeyge as the successful 
candidate for Sheriff. The Post-Dispatch dis- 
closure of the methods used to discourage Fitz- 
simmons and English tells part of the story. 

The public was not aware of Dougherty’s 
record, but the Democratic organization knew of 
it. It is the function of such an organization to 
exercise scrutiny of those who file for office 
and to prevent the nomination, especially for 
important offices, of men who are unqualified, 
Yet not a word from party leaders, though they 
must have known the reasons why Fitzsimmons 
withdrew after filing, and why English changed 
his mind and decided not to file, 

While an obviously unfit man was permitted 
to run for Sheriff, the Democratic party also let 
Patrick Burke capture the nomination for Mayor 
over Joseph Darst; a well-known St. Louisan 
with a good record in public office. When Pat- 
rick Burke’s background and associations became 
known, the people went to the polls and handed 
him one of the most decisive defeats in the city’s 
history. 

The disclosures concerning Sheriff Dougherty 
must have an important effect on the coming 
mayoralty election. The Democratic party can 
hardly claim the city’s confidence, under the cir- 
cumstances, without a purge that begins in the 
precincts and sweeps through the city. The res- 
ignation of Sheriff Dougherty and dismissal of 
his Rat Alley gang from the Sheriff's office 
should be Step No. 1. The Circuit Judges are 
sweating, as well they might, over the latter 
problem, but the Sheriff says he will serve out 
his term. 

All of which makes the prospects rosy for the 
re-election of Mayor Kaufmann and the Repub- 
lican ticket. 
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Tonight’s Curfew 


Curfew, says Mr. Byrnes, shall ring tonight. 
The bright lights will go out at the stroke of 
midnight, and the taverns, night clubs, late 
movies and other entertainment enterprises will 
invite their customers to go home. Even the 
previously law-proof gambling establishments on 
the East Side will have to put up the shutters 
at 12. In New York, amid lamentations of im- 
pending ruin, night spots are preparing to make 
the best of it, even if it means releasing hun- 
dreds of employes for war work. 

That’s part of the idea of the new policy. An- 
other idea is to save fuel, and to relieve trans- 
portation. It may be a hardship for the chronic 
sun-dodgers to go home at midnight, and there 
have been some outcries about personal liberty, 
but it’s all to the good of the war effort. There 
may even prove to be some vindication in all 
this for Ben Franklin’s maxim about “Early to 
bed.” 
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Through the Prosperity of All 


There seems almost no limit to Britons’ con- 
cern over their postwar foreign trade, as illus- 
trated by the urgent appeal of R. H. Brand, the 
British Treasury’s representative in Washington, 
for a “common and co-operative policy” between 
the United States and the British Common- 
wealth. The people of the United Kingdom, he 
told the Bond Club of New York recently, would 
be able to balance external income and expen- 
diture only by lowering their standard of living 
and increasing their foreign trade to 150 per 
cent of its 1938 figure. An even greater in- 
crease would be required to service their 
external debt. 

The London banker, who had been British 
member of the Combined Food Board at Wash- 
ington before shifting to the representation of 
the Treasury, termed such co-operation between 
the Anglo-Saxon nations the best hope of the 
world, because through it each country’s eco- 
nomic difficulties “may be solved through the 
prosperity of all.” 

His plea is but another evidence of the acute 
British apprehension of all-out American compe- 
tition for world trade. As Theodore Draper 
points out in an article reprinted in today’s 
Mirror of Public Opinion, they feel that they 
must export to live while America needs exports 
to give employment to a part only of its popula- 
tion. The British yearning for their “fair share” 
of world markets is reflected in the Brand em- 
phasis on the need for a “common and co-opera- 
tive policy” between us. That would mean our 
helping Britain build back its world trade. 
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Eisenhower Resigns as a Prophet 

Gen. Eisenhower admits he made a bad guess. 
His forecast that the European war would end in 
1944 wasn’t a bit of psychological warfare, as 
Adm. Halsey’s prediction about victory in the 
Pacifie in 1943 is now being described. The 
Supreme Commander confesses he expected the 
Germans to fold up under pressure from two 
fronts, but they didn’t, so his prophecy was 
just plain wrong. 

Since Eisenhower knows all the military 
secrets, he would seem to be in a superior posi- 
tion for making sound predictions. If he can’t, 
and admits he can’t, then it might be well for 
less informed persons on the home front, both 
officials and civilians, to follow his example and 
swear off on public prognostication for the dura- 
tion. The main thing is to put every effort into 
winning the war, as Gen. Eisenhower is now so 
energetically doing, and let the exact date of the 
finish take care of itself.

When people in London worry about So- 
viet Russia, they think of political differ- 
ences; when they worry about the United 
States, they think of economic differences, 

The atmosphere in which their economic 
problem is discussed is unmistakably som- 
ber and no one has even dared to point to 
a likely “way out.” 

In essence the problem is very simple 
and very old, but the war has given it a 


. new urgency and it has taken some new 


forms. The British Isles can feed them- 
selves only in part, produce only a fraction 
of the raw materials for their factories, 
have no oil and no rubber. They have to 
buy the innumerable things which their in- 
dustrial civilization demands, 


The Heart of the Problem 


But in the long run it is impossible to 
buy without selling, to pay without collect- 
ing. Exports have always paid for imports, 
Now the British do not quite see how they 
can continue to do so. 


If they do not, this war will end a pro- 
cess which began perhaps 75 years ago—the 
withering away of England’s ancient com- 
mercial hegemony. The average English- 
man’s notion of the Curzon Line may be 
hazy, but he has an instinctive understand- 
ing of the implications of falling trade. 


Three facts are at the heart of the prob- 
lem: (1) Britain exported only about half 
as much in 1943 as in 1938; (2) her foreign 
debt has risen to about 12 billion dollars; 
(3) to maintain her accustomed standard 
of living, it will be necessary for Britain to 
increase her pre-war trade by 50 per cent. 


There are some mitigating factors, but no 
statistical tinkering can make the total pic- 
ture very bright. The mood of depression 
hangs over the discussion of the “export 
problem.” Lurking dangerously in the 
background are political and psychological 
factors which cannot be ignored. 


It is a case of fearing your enemies in 
wartime and fearing your friends in peace- 
time. The enemy came so close to destroy- 
ing these isles or disfiguring them perma- 
nently, that when he failed there developed 
a subtle feeling of immunity. As far as 
the enemy is concerned, defeatism does not 
exist, 


Our All-Out Competition Feared 


Toward the Allies the British attitude is 
much more complex. A trial of strength 
with Soviet Russia or the United States 
after this war is the last thing most people 
can even bear to think of. I- 
tary might and America’s economic power 
do not need advocates here, The thought 
of a struggle with any of her allies gives 
Britain a feeling of insecurity she does not 
have in the presence of her enemies, 


Most Britons think of relations with 
their Allies in terms of negotiations and 
accommodation—because Britain obviously 
is unable to impose her will anyway, She 
would like to deal with the coming struggle 
for markets as she is dealing with the Po- 
lish affair—talk, more talk and eventually 
an understanding. The trouble is there is 
no reason to believe that American opin- 
ion is willing. 


When British business men look at Amer- 
icam industry, they see a colossus that 
hardly knows its own strength. They see 
an America with a “surplus” of 20 million 
workers above those necessary to maintain 


Russia's mili«- 


the 1940 production level. They wonder 
how they could possibly meet the competi- 
tion if American industry should fight for 
foreign markets on an all-out basis, 


Many British authorities ask if it is in 
America’s interest to win that kind of a 
fight. Where would the struggle stop and 
who, in the end, would benefit from it? 


What, then, is the alternative? If eco- 
nomic peace demands economic collabora- 
tion as much ag political peace, the Brit- 
ish are all prepared and even anxious to 
collaborate. They ask for nothing better. 
For in a willingness to collaborate, they 
see a recognition of their special problem 
and delicate position. 


The British find themselves at some dis- 
advantage in explaining their position. The 
reat of the world wants to buy the best pos- 
sible goods at the cheapest prices, which is 
precisely the American formula. The Brit- 
ish idea would mean an artificial division 
of the world’s markets to guarantee Britain 
a “fair share,” and that sort of arrange- 
ment always has been made at the expense 
of the consumer, 


Britain Must Export to Live 


American spokesmen thus find them- 
selves in the pleasant position of combin- 
ing high moral indignation with the maxi- 
mum promise of profit. 


There is also the factor of national pride. 
It is galling for Britain to throw herself 
on the mercy of American industry, to say: 
“You have the strength to take what you 
want, but are you s .e that you want it?” 


Yet one Liberal M. P., Sir George Schus- 
ter, said as much to the American Chamber 
of Commerce in London without arousing 
the slightest protest. “However looked at,” 
he said, “the potential surplus capacity of 
American production is a factor of stagger- 
ing size.” He asked whether the United 
States would insist on grabbing as much as 
possible, or would voluntarily give up 
enough “to cause as little dislocation ag 
possible” to Britain. 


Sir George was equally frank about the 
stakes involved. “Britain must export to 
live,” he said, whereas “America wants ex- 
ports to give its people employment,” 


What the British would like to see is a 
little less moral indignation and a greater 
awareness of what an unlimited postwar 
struggle for markets would mean in the 
general fabric of the peace, and in Britain's 
place in the world, including America’s 
world. As far as Britain is concerned, the 
problem seems to have reached the stage 
of plain speaking.. 


GOOD IDEA, BUT— 
From the Pittsburgh Press. 

Congressman John J. Cechran of Missouri 
proposes a formula for reducing the cost 
of Government. It goes like this: 

Members of Congress should write letters 
to the people at home, telling them that 
they—the people—are the taxpaying goats 
of Federal spending. The people, thus edu- 
cated, will start demanding economy. Con- 
gress, yielding to the pressure, will then cut 
appropriations, 

Sounds like a good idea, but we don’t 
know how Senators and Representatives 
can find time to write those letters. There 
aren’t enough hours in a day for most of 
them to read the letters they get from peo- 
ple at home who want handouts from the 
Federal Treasury. 


Stimulating Book on Education 
Emphasizes the Intellectual Life 


“Teacher in America,’ by Jacques Barzun. (Little, 

Brown & Co., Boston.) 

Earnest 38-year-old Prof. Barzun in this 
stimulating book offers much encourage- 
ment to those who believe in the intellec- 
tual life as a source of personal and civic 
virtue, 

The institution at which he teaches, 
Columbia College, a part of the much 
larger Columbia University, is backed by 
two centuries of academic tradition and 
consists of 1750 male undergraduates 
taught by about 130 men whose lives are 
devoted to the furtherance of scholarship. 
It might be expected that one who shares 
this select company would be impatient 
with much of the routine that passes for 
education in lesser institutions. 
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True learning necessarily involves effort 
and even drudgery, the author says. Sub 
ject matter, characterized by order, pro- 
gression, increasing complexity and new 
principles at every step, rather than vague 
abstractions and wordy rubbish, must be 
the first concern of the teacher. Those 
virtues which make democratic living pos 
sible can be engendered only as by-prod- 
ucts. 

The whole aim of good teaching is to 
turn the young learner, “by nature a little 
copycat,” into an independent, self-propel- 
ling creature, who will work as his own 
boss to the limit of his powers. Education 
itself Barzun defines as “a lifelong dis 
cipline of the individual by himself, en- 
couraged by a reasonable opportunity to 
lead a good life.” 

Modern literacy, on the other hand, pass- 
ing for education, is “half-baked and arro- 
gant. It trifles solemnly with the exter- 
nals of things, neglecting even the sur 
faces or handles by which a truth may be 
seized; it goes like a child for the false 
glint or striking triviality of detail.” 

Inevitably, Barzun holds for study of the 
classics, as monuments in the progress of 
the intellect. In this connection, he gives 
an interesting commentary on the history 
of the recent movement in that direction. 
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John Erskine, popular author of novels 
with a classical flavor, is credited with 
having initiated the idea while he was on 
the faculty of Columbia College by in- 
stituting a reading course which is still 
basic at the institution, Recent efforts to 
use the classicg as textbooks, as at St. 
John’s College, are the result of a mis- 
placed emphasis, the author feels. 

Jacques Barzun is a legitimate heir to 
the treasures of the mind for which he 
pleads, The son of a writer on intellectual 
subjects, he began his teaching career in 
his native France at the age of 9. Graduat- 
ing at the head of his class in 1927 at 
Columbia College, he has been connected 
with that institution ever since, 

One wonders whether a more varied ex- 
periencé might not have made him more 
tolerant of educational effort elsewhere, 
where it is to a greater degree governed by 
the mundane wishes of a preoccupied gen- 
eral public and evaluated according to 
demonstrable results on a scale of values 
which are chiefly economic.

S THE delegates meet at the Inter-American Conference at Mex- 


States offered what later became the Good Neighbor policy as 
early as 1915; and the U. S. Americans should not forget that Chile 
then refused it. This thought should ease any tension. 


The essential task at Mexico 
City will be the streamlining of 
inter-American relations in view 
of new world-wide obligations un- 
der the Dumbarton Oaks agree- 
ment. For the Good Neighbor 
policy is fragmentary, vague, 
based on the no-longer-valid con- 
ception of complete national sov- 
ereignty. The Monroe Doctrine 
has still not quite ceased to be 
the instrument of a no longer 
avowed but none the less real 
U. S. guardianship of the other 
American republics. 

Mexico City should be the oc- 
casion for integrating both into a 
world-wide security system em- 
bracing all the United Nations on 
what Woodrow Wilson called 
“terms of equality and honor.” 
For this world-wide system, the 
inter-American system will have 
been something of a model. 


Credit to a Texan. 


The real author of what be- 
came the Good Neighbor Policy 
is probably former Representative 
James L. Slayden of Texas. As 
early as 1910, he asked the United 
States to take the lead in con- 
firming the “territorial titles” of 
the “various American states.” A 
year later, Representative Slay- 
den introduced a resolution into 
the House urging a joint agree- 
ment between the American 
states “for the mutual guarantee 
of their sovereignties and terri- 
torial integrity.” 

Unwelcome to the Republican 
administration of the day, this 
formal resolution was _ re-intro- 
duced by Slayden in 1913. He 
also wrote a letter about it to 
Secretary of State Bryan, who 
referred the letter to President 
Wilson. In Woodrow Wilson’s 
tireless mind, it germinated. Since 
then, it has never stopped grow- 
ing. 

Meanwhile, in 1912, S. Perez 
Triana, Columbian Minister in 
London, suggested to the Presi- 
dents of all the American repub- 
lics that, just as the proclama- 
tion of the Monroe Doctrine had 
closed the era of conquests in the 
Americas by European powers, 
“the era of conquest should be 
closed to American nations among 
themselves.” 


Woodrow Wilson’s Efforts. 


In December, 1914, President 
Wilson sent a memorandum to 
Col. House with instructions to 
work out a Pan-American treaty 
on the basis of it. 

For nearly two years, the Presi- 
dent labored to have this treaty 
accepted by the Latin American 
republics—in any one of several 
drafts. All of them included the 
maintenance of the territorial in- 


tegrity, political independence and 
peace of all the signers. The final 
draft ruled out armed interven- 
tion or even shipments of arms— 


this latter to allay the fears of | 
unpopular Latin American gov- 


ernments that they be overthrown 
from within by outside weapons. 


What Lansing Wrote. 


In a letter (Jan. 29, 1915) to the 
Chilean Ambassador, Robert Lans- 
ing wrote: 

“While the United States has for 
a century borne alone the re- 
sponsibility involved in prevent- 


ing aggression pfrom countries in). 


the eastern hemisphere, and while 


the purpose of this Government is | 


not to secure release from these 
responsibilities, still it will be 
gratifying to this country to have 
the republics of Latin America 
join in the upholding of what is 
known as the Monroe Doctrine.” 

Wilson’s attempt finally shat- 
tered on the absolute refusal of 
Chile to accept anything that 
might seem to condemn its recent 
(contested) seizure of Peruvian 
territory. Thus it was Latin 
American—not European or U. 8. 
A.—agegressivity that thwarted the 
attempt to set up the first league 
of nations. 

Thwarted in his attempt to 
guarantee peace in the Americas, 
the President sought to embody 
the same ideas in the universal 
League of Nations. 


In this he was only partly suc- 
cessful. For in the President’s 
clear mind, peace was necessarily 
linked with the preservation of 
every country’s territorial integ- 
rity. When the time came, the 
President’s idea was duly incor- 
porated as Article X, which he 
told the Senate was “the heart of 
the League Covenant.” But he 
was thwarted by Lord Robert 
Cecil, interested, like Senator Van- 
denberg today, in establishing ma- 
chinery for peaceful change. This 
mechanism was never invoked, 
and Article X, as emasculated by 
Cecil, turned out to be valueless. 


An Essential of Security. 


Latin American delegations at 
Mexico City may wish to note this 
fact—and also that the unfinished 
Dumbarton Oaks proposals now 
make no mention of maintaining 
territorial integrity—which Wilson 
thought essential to security. 
There is still time for changes. 

Here—and in insistence on the 
Wilson belief that friendship can 
be based only on “terms of equal- 
ity and honor’—is a more fruitful 
field for constructive American 
statesmanship than in any sterile 
arguments about complete “sov- 
ereignty” and “non-i tervention.” 
For both belong to a dead past.

IND blows across the field, and the gray sky seems pulled down 
tight to the horizon, yet P-47 fighter bombers take off from the 
airstrip that bisects a sea of mud.

“That first night,” he continued, 
“we moved up on the flank of 
the Twenty-seventh Regiment and 
one of our boys bayoneted and 
shot the first Jap we saw. In the 
morning we moved up along the 
beach. A lieutenant and his men 
knocked out about four pillboxes, 
putting flame throwers into them. 
The Japanese came out shooting. 
One was shot. Another had a 
grenade in his helmet. He put it 
to his stomach. Others tried to 
run, but didn’t get very far. 


“We went forward, blowing up 
more pillboxes. We moved up 
to some high ground on the 
northwestern side of the island 
and their artillery began to reg- 
ister—they really began laying it 
in. The shelling got so bad we 
were ordered back to defensive 
positions on another bit of high 
ground. 

“Things were pretty smooth 
that night. There was some mor- 
tar and sniper fire. It was our 
second night without sleep.” . 

The next day, Lt. Buddy said, 
his outfit moved in again blow- 
ing up pillboxes in the face of 
heavy machine-gun fire. It was 
then that Lt. Buddy became 
senior officer and his men moved 
so far ahead they were called 
back. 

That night, he said, the Japa- 
nese counterattacked time and 
again, “but our artillery barrage 
kept most of them out. Some 
did get through. They came in 
using knives, grenades and 
rifles. The next morning I found 
five dead Japs in front of one 
machine gun.”

Col. Harold N. Holt, 28-year-old 
commanding officer of one of the 
fighter-bomber groups I visited, 
feels that the public back home 
doesn’t appreciate or understand 
the job our tactical air forces are 
doing. A veteran of 137 missions, 
he was a rug salesman in Phila- 
delphia before the war. He calls 
his plane “Magic Carpet,” and it 
certainly has been that for him, 
pulling him out of more than one 
tight spot since the first days of 
the Normandy invasion, 

Holt’s complaint is that the pub- 
lic thinks of the air forces almost 
entirely in terms of plane-to-plane 
combat with the enemy, and rates 
pilots on the number of enemy 
fighters shot down.

Pilots sit around in 
draughty, dimly lighted tents, talk- 
ing or playing cards against a 
background of incessant radio. 
When bare good days come, they 
work round the clock,

while I’ve been visiting this com- 
mand.

QUT OF VALUATION 


Will Reduce Inflation in 
Book Figure by $16,- 
654,551—No Effect on 
Rates Likely. 


Laclede Gas Light Co., prepar- 
ing for a financial reorganization, 
is going to squeeze $16,654,551 in 
“water,” or inflated valuation, out 
of the book value of its gas plant. 

This will have no immediate 
‘bearing on rates charged consum- 
ers, as the estimates for the situa- 


tion after reorganization show 
that the company will still be 
earning appreciably Ic-; than a 
6% per cent return on _ invest- 
ment, generally considered fair. 
However, it will put the company 
in much sounder condition and 
tend to facilitate future financing 
and regulation. 

A statement just filed with the 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion, registering proposed new 
bond, debenture and stock issues, 
shows that the gas plant value will 
be cut from $52470,971 to $35,816,- 
420, This will consist of a reduc- 
tion of $10,555,636 in the allowance 
for physical property and the out- 
right elimination of the highly in- 
tangible item of “going value” and 
organization expenses, $6,098,915. 

The water in the valuation rose 
chiefly out of two incidents. One 
was the three-year control of the 
company in the middle 20s by 
Charles A. Munroe of Chicago. His 
interests drew about a 14-million- 
dollar profit out of the utility aft- 
er getting the rate-making value 
boosted and rates increased. The 
other incident was the consolida- 
tion of Laclede and two other gas 
companies in 1889, in which values 
were written up. 

The old values were based on 
the repudiated theory of cost of 
reproduction new. The new ones 
are, as far as possible, in line 
with the now widely accepted 
theory of original cost, and are, 
in general, acceptable to the State 
Public Service Comgmission, as 
they approximate true value for 
consideration in any regulatory 
proceeding. However, the new 
values are not necessarily those 
which would be approved as a 
rate-making base. There has been 
no. rate-making valuation since 
1934, when a rate cut was ordered. 

Funded debt of Laclede Gas will 
be reduced from $34,246,000 to 22 
millions in the reorganization and 
the resultant saving in annual 
fixed charges for interest is esti- 
mated at more than one million 
dollars. The registration is for 19 
millions in mortgage bonds, three 
millions in debentures and 2,165,- 
296 shares of the 2,433,620 shares 
of $4 par value stock to be issued. 
Registration of the stock covers 
only the shares to go to Ogden 
Corporation, which now controls 
the’ company. The remaining 
268,324 new shares will be issued 
in exchange for publicly held pre- 
ferred and common stocks. 

Ogden’s stock is to be sold to 
the public at about par. Floyd 
B. Odlum, president of Atlas 
Corporation, which controls Ogden 
Corporation, has just reported to 
his stockholders that public sale 
of the new Laclede Gas stock and 
the sale of the affiliated Laclede 
Power & Light Co. to Union Elec- 
tric Co. of Missouri were expected 
to be completed by the end of 
April. If the new stock is not ab- 
sorbed by some special interest, 
the gas company will be an inde- 
pendent utility, after many years 
of holding company control. Its 
management now is almost alto- 
gether local, headed by L. Wade 
Childress, president. 


The registration statement shows 
that, while operating revenue of 
Laclede Gas rose from $7,874,784 in 
1942 to $8,769,655 last year, net op- 
erating income fell from $2,416,039 
to $2,147,420. This was due chiefly 
to increased production costs and 
a rise in Federal taxes from $674,- 
000 in 1942 to $1,043,000 last year. 
In the same period, net income, 
after fixed charges, fell from 
$763,316 to $594,335.

TWO ALTON BROTHERS 
HOLD 26 WAR AWARDS 


The Dunham brothers, Ralph 
and Russell, left a farm near 
Alton for a career with the in- 
fantry which has brought them 
so many decorations in the last 
four years that their father, Ola 
Dunham, now living at 1222 
Wright street, has a hard time 
keeping track of them. 

At last report the two men held 
26 decorations between them, in- 
cluding three Silver Star Medals, 
four Distinguished Unit badges, 
14 Bronze Service Sars, three 
Purple Hearts and two Arrow- 
heads for amphibious landing op- 
erations. Russell, 25 years old, a 
Technical Sergeant, and Ralph, 
28 years old, a Staff Sergeant, are 
still fighting with the Third In- 
fantry Division of the Seventh 
Army in France, 

So far the Dunham brothers 
have been through seven major 
campaigns, from North Africa to 
Sicily, through Italy, France and 
into Germany. The Purple Heart 
awards testify that they have not 
come through quite unscathed, but 
they have recovered from their 
wounds, 

In one recent exploit the 
younger brother, “Big Russ,” acted 
as an advance scout for his com- 
pany attacking a hill held by an 
elite German unit, composed of 
officer candidates. Dressed in a 
white camouflage suit, he led the 
attack which silenced machine 
guns and a German flak wagon, 
expending 175 rounds of carbine 
ammunition and 11 hand grenades, 
and accounting for nine dead Ger- 
mans, two wounded, and two pris- 
oners. 

Sergeant “Big Russ’ Dunham 
was wounded in the back in this 
engagement, but a few weeks 
later he was back in the line 
when an enemy tank cut him off 
from his company. Ralph Dun- 
ham was away on a pass at the 
time, but he hurried back when 
he learned that his brother had 
been captured. “Big Russ,” how- 
ever, didn’t stay captured for 
long. He eluded the Germans for 
an entire night by hiding in a 
sauerkraut barrel, and after the 
Germans discovered him the next 
morning he pulled a German pis- 
tol from his pocket, killed his 
captor, took his rifle, and reached 
the American lines after eluding 
German patrols for another day 
and a night. The brothers held a 
reunion at the front. 

A third brother, Pfc. Marvin 
Dunham, 30 years old, of Stock- 
ton, Cal., is a member of an Air 
Forces service squadron ‘based in 
France. Marvin and Russell Dun- 
ham were patients in: the same 
hospital in Italy last March. 

The Dunham brothers grew up 
on the Madison County farm, their 
father moving to St. Louis after 
the boys entered the Army. Two 
other brothers, Lester and Ervin 
Dunham, live at 1322 Benton 
street. Two sisters, Mrs. Freda 
Harden and Miss Josephine Dun- 
ham, live with their father, and a 
third sister, Mrs, Jack Ritter, lives 
at Wood River.

quarters, so that the army will 
lack nothing it needs to wage suc- 
cessful war. “Before leaving Rus- 
sia I wanted to ship a case of 
books home. There was no place 
in Moscow where I could find a 
case. “Sorry,” was the reply I got 
everywhere, “all the cases we have 


we need for the shipment of goods 
to the front.” 

An officer of our naval mission 
provided me with a case and 
screws with which to fasten it. 
But at the Moscow Customs 
House, where I had to take the 
books for examination, there was 
no screwdriver. “Sorry,” said the 
woman official, “we cannot as yet 
spare steel for screwdrivers for 
civilian use.” 

In Minsk, in Krasnodar, in Ros- 
tov, in Novorossisk, I saw crowds 
of women and girls clearing the 
heaps and mountains of rubble 
from streets and building lots. No 
one had a wheelbarrow in which 
to cart away the debris. They 
used, instead, little hand-carrying 
platforms. Had they had wheel- 
barrows, each of them could do at 
least five times as much work as 
she did. When I spoke of it in 
Novorossisk to a Russian engineer 
he said, “After the war we shall 
have wheelbarrows. Now we need 
steel for more importanf pur- 
poses.” 

Houses are in disrepair. Paint is 
peeling. Cement is_ loosening. 
Plumbing is wearing out. Doors 
sag. Broken windows are usually 
replaced by plywood or ordinary 
boards. There is neither material 
nor labor for house repairs. “War 
comes first” is the slogan every- 
where. Only the streets are kept 
clean. Hardy, indefatigable women 
and girls, defiant of wind and 
rain, of sleet and blizzard, in every 
city I visited, scrub and sweep 
and wash the pavements until 
they glisten with cleanliness. 

The only cheering aspect of life 
in the liberated regions is the un- 
daunted spirit of the people, espe- 
cially of the youth, and the su- 
perbly tilled fields. Older women 
when they start narrating their 
experience under the German oc- 
cupation, often break down and 
gulp and weep or grow hysterical 
with woe. But young people every- 
where are saying, “We shall re- 
build our devastated lands and we 
shall live better than ever.”

He said “pure and unalloyed ex- 
pediency” in dealing with the Al- 
lies had thrown Gen. Charles de 
Gaulle “directly into the arms of 
Stalin.” 

Although Poland “is not our 
enemy, but our ally,” he asserted, 
the United States at the Yalta 
conference agreed to countersign 
an agreement under which Poland 
is to give up a third of its terri- 
tory to Russia, “the balance to 
become a puppet state under the 
complete domination of the Krem- 
lin.”

The weakness of rye influenced pit traders 
and was partly responsible for the losses suf- 
fered in other markets. 

Rye started to sag soon after the opening 
when it became apparent there was little buy- 
ing interest. Offerings from scattered longs 
accelerated the drop and soon stop-loss orders 
were uncovered. 

Market sources attributed some of the un- 
easiness of longs to the inability of May rye 
to rise higher than $1.15 per bushel in recent 
weeks. 

Wheat broke when local traders, 


watching 
the action of rye, 


turned sellers only to find 
the market poorly supported. There was no 
evidence of mill buying, a factor which ac- 
counted for firmness of the market last week. 

Corn slipped in sympathy with other grains. 
The market was quiet with commission houses 
on the selling side. Country purchases of 
cash corn were small because no bids were 
put out Saturday. 

Oats were firm at the start but there were 
liberal commission house offerings for May 
delivery about 65% cents and the market 
sagged. 

Prices rallied during the final hour with 
the help of short covering but the recovery 
was far from complete.

I remember the first time 
I saw her in a clinic—how inter- 
ested and gentle she was. The 
work which she started has gone 
ahead at surprising speed. It must 
be an encouragement to any 
young woman to look at the rec- 
ord of these women who accom- 
plished so much by simply giving 
themselves wholeheartedly to the 
phase of work which they felt 
qualified to do. We, in New York 
City, can be grateful for the life 
of Dr. Josephine Baker. 

The other woman, Miss Henriet- 
ta Szold, was the founder and hon- 
orary president of Hadassah. She 
died in Palestine Feb. 13. Many 
people in this country loved and 
admired her, and through her 
leadership in ‘these past few years 
12,000 Jewish children have been 
rescued in Europe and given an 
asylum in Palestine. 

Both of these women made great 
contributions to the children of 
their time, and therefore their 


names will live long into the fu- 
ture. 


How It Started

“SWAPPING HORSES IN 
MID-STREAM.” 
Abraham Lincoln did not coin 
this homely metaphor; he did en- 
dow it with endless life and vital- 
ity. Here are the circumstances 
under which he etched the words 

into our common speech. 

It was June 9, 1864. The Civil 
War was raging. Lincoln had 
been renominated for the office of 
President of the United States, 
and a delegation from the Nation- 
al Union League had just finished 
congratulating the Great Emanci- 
pator. In response to their cheer- 
ing words, Lincoln said: 

“T am: reminded of the story of 
an old Dutch farmer who re- 
marked that it was not best to 
swap horses when crossing a 
stream. I do not allow myself 
to suppose that either the con- 
vention or the league has con-

cluded that I am either the 
greatest or the best man in Ameri- 
ca, but rather they have con- 
cluded it is not best to swap 
horses while crossing the river, 
and have further ccncluded that 
I am not so poor a horse that 
they might not -aake a botch of it 
in trying to swap.” 

The humility of the words are 
#0 characteristic of Abraham Lin- 
coln that alone they would pre- 
serve for posterity a heart-warm- 
ing introduction to one of the 
most revered personalities in the 
history of the world,

NE couldn’t find a more pow- 
0 erful calcium combination 

than milk and cauliflower. 
Chicken-flavored cream of cauli- 
flower soup is unusually good. It 
is about as white as milk unless 
the green stems and leaves at the 
base are tender enough to add. 
But there’s chopped parsley, a few 
dashes of paprika and grated car- 
rot that can be flicked on the top 
to give this otherwise pale soup 
the life and color it needs. The 
chicken flavor may be obtained in 
several ways. You can use either 
the broth left from your chicken 
dinner, or else use chicken feet. 
Canned chicken soup may also be 
used, or if you'd rather, use chick- 
en bouillon cubes—they contribute 
a delicious chicken flavor. 


Cream of Cauliflower Soup. 

One small head cauliflower 
(three cups broken into flower- 
ettes); one cup boiling water; one 
cup rich chicken stock (or concen- 
trated canned); one teaspoon salt; 
two tablespoons butter; three ta- 
blespoons flour; one cup water; 
one cup evaporated milk; one- 
fourth teaspoon freshly grated 
onion; two tablespoons fresh 
chopped parsley. 

Drop cauliflowerettes into boil- 
ing water. Allow to boil uncov- 
ered 10 minutes. Remove from 
heat, break fine, but do not mash, 
with a fork. Add chicken stock 
and salt to cauliflower and cook- 
ing water and heat gently. In 
another saucepan melt the butter, 
blend in the-flour thoroughly until 
smooth. Add water gradually and 
heat until mixture boils and thick- 
ens. Stir in the evaporated milk 
and add to cauliflower. Add onion, 
stir to blend, heat to boiling and 
serve garnished with chopped fresh 
green parsiey. Four servings.

LUNCHEON) Cream of caull- 
flower soup, crusty toasted cheese 
rolls, poached pears, ginger cook- 
ies. 

DINNER: Broiled shoulder 
lamb chops, parsley buttered po- 
tatoes, creamed peas, shredded 
lettuce with mayonnaise, bread, 
rhubarb fig-bar dessert.

It seems to me rhubarb was 
meant to arouse lazy appetites. 
There is no better way to serve it 
than in this rhubarb fig-bar des- 
sert, It is a promise of spring 
soon to be with us. Cut one pound 
of cleanly washed rhubarb into 
one-half inch pieces. Mix one- 
fourth cup sugar and one-half tea- 
spoon lemon rind, sprinkle over 
rhubarb and mix well. Crumble 
one-half pound fig-bars. Put a 
layer of fig-bar crumbs, then a 
layer of rhubarb into a glass bak- 
ing dish. Fepeat until all are 
used, having a layer of fig-bars 
on top. Dot with two tablespoons 
margarine and bake in a 375-de- 
gree oven for 20 minutes. Serve 
warm, 

In addition to the milk used in 
today’s menu, serve three cups to 
each child to drink, and one to 
each adult, 


Tongue Pie 


Two pounds lamb tongue, three 
onions, quartered; four large car- 
rots, sliced; one-fourth teaspoon 
cloves, one-fourth teaspoon nut- 
meg, one clove garlic, one tea- 
spoon salt, four medium-sized po- 
tatoes, quartered; one-half pound 
snap beans, sliced; one pound fresh 
peas, one-half recipe plain pastry. 

Wipe tongues with clean, damp 
cloth and place in a pot with a 
little more water than is needed 
to cover them. Add one onion, 
one carrot, clove, nutmeg, garlic 
and salt. Simmer for two and 
one-half hours. Remove tongues 
from broth, peel and remove hard 
parts. Slice into serving pieces. 
Return to broth and add potatoes, 
peas, snap beans, remaining car- 
rots and onions. Simmer for one- 
half hour. (If desired, thicken 
broth with flour.) Remove garlic, 
Turn into a large casserole, cover 
with pastry; prick pastry with a 
fork to allow air to escape. Place 
in 400-degree oven fér 15 minutes 
or until crust is brown.

one happened to step on an off- 
‘limits area, in taking a short cut 
from one place to another, he was 
slapped for that. 

“When the Japs slapped, they 
used the backs of their hands. 
This kind of a slap was merely 
disciplinary. If they hit with 
their fists, it was considered an 
insult. 

“For a long time we had used 
the campus as a rest area and a 
place where you could get away 
from the others and be alone for 
a moment of blessed privacy. One 
day the Japs took that area away 
from us. They dumped a lot of 
machinery on the grounds and we 
never could figure out what it 
was, or where it came from. The 
rest of the campus, not filled with 
machinery, was made into a motor 
pool as if there weren't miles and 
miles for motor pools and ma- 
chinery storage outside our 
crowded compound.” 

Lt. Rieper took up the story, as- 
serting: “They constantly did 
things like that when there was 
absolutely no logical reason for it, 
From the day they put the ma- 
chinery in the area, we were for 
bidden to set foot in it, under pen- 
alty of imprisonment. 

“When we first came to Santo 
Tomas, we were permitted to keep 
our lights on until 10 p. m. Then 


.it was reduced to 9 p. m. The 


army later cut it to 8 p.m. They 
allowed us to walk around inside 
the buildings after lights were out, 
but we weren't allowed to go out- 
side. 

“Following an air raid last Sep- 
tember, the Japs really clamped 
down on us. Food was cut down 
again; we had had no sugar for 
more than a year and had been 
using pinochi, an unrefined native 
product, and they cut our meager 
supply of that; also salt. For two 
months we had only rice and corn- 
meal mush, 

‘We raised our greens in small 
garden plots, which had fortu- 
nately escaped the machinery and 
motor pool. This food, although 
not abundant, helped immeasure- 
ably. 

“The 12 Japanese and American 
newsreels we had been shown un- 
der the civil administration were 
forbidden us under the Army rule. 

“First letters or word from 
home arrived last March in pack- 
ages, and we were allowed to send 
out one card per month, but let- 
ters from home showed.that not 
one of the cards we sent were re- 
ceived. 

“We've tried to give you an out- 
line of our lives at Santo Tomas,” 
Lt. Rieper said, “but only a book 
written by someone of us who ex- 
perienced all those anxious days 
could adequately tell the story of 
what we went through. We never 
gave up hope that perhaps next 
week or the week after our people 
would come for us.

“We had the best reasons in 
the world for wanting to hear 
our own planes roar overhead and 
hear the crash of shells from our 
own guns. Camp duties kept most 
people from depression, but how 
we felt inside is something each 
one kept hidden, 


“It wasn't that anyone was 
ashamed of his thoughts. No, it 
was the fact that attitudes spread 
like a plague and we couldn't af- 
ford to have that. People who 
had never done a day's work in 
their lives took pleasure working 
with picks and shovels to tire 
their bodies to the point where 
thoughts came too slowly to be 
considered, 


“We tried to make light of 
everything, but, naturally, there 
were some things that could not 
be passed off with a smile, a 
death for instance. We had sev- 
eral people die, some from their 
diets and others from natural 
causes, But friends and relatives 
of the deceased were wgever al- 
lowed to accompany the body to 
the gates. The Japs made box-like 
coffins for the dead that were al- 
ways a little too small for the 
bodies of adult white people. 


“The bodies of our dead were 
taken out of the prison on a little 
pushcart, drawn by two ragged 
Filipinos and presided over by an

{mpassive Jap officer. You can 
imagine the feelings such a scene 
would bring into the hearts of 
friends and relatives. Imagine 
too, if you can, the feelings of 
survivors as they watched the Fili- 
pinos and Japs jam the dead into 
the small box and at last put the 
lid on with the feet sticking out. 

“The only funeral music that 
could be heard was the creaking 
of the cart as it was hauled 
through the yard and out the gate. 


“On the night of last Oct. 22, 
the prisoners of Santo Tomas 
were electrified. Over the public 
address system we had rigged up 
came the announcement, ‘Better 
Leyte than never.’ 

“We all knew what that meant,’ 
for we had been expecting it, 
having been kept informed by 
Filipinos of what was due to hap- 
pen. It is impossible to describe 
the jubilation of that night. We 
all felt like a band of starving 
homesick Robinson Crusoes, who'd 
just discovered a sail on the hori- 
zon. 

“American air raids increased 
and each time we heard an Ameri- 
cane plane in the sky we almost 
wept for joy. Filipinos kept us 
well informed and when we saw 
Japs blowing up buildings around 
the waterfront we knew we'd all 
be dead soon or freed. We bet on 
how soon we'd be freed. 


“On the n.ght of Feb. 3 at ex- 
actly 8:55 o’clock, we saw lights 
at the gate. At 6 p. m. we had 
heard firing, but we thought then 
that it was Filipino guerrillas 
fighting the Japs. When the gates 
opened and tanks of the rst 
Cavalry Division rumbled in be- 
hind the glare of their lights we 
knew the hour had come. 

“We nearly lost our mindg with 
joy that night, but within three 
hours we were all inside buildings, 
because many Japs swarmed 
through the streets of Manila. 


“How wonderful it wag to eat 
good old rough Army rations 
again. We nurses, however, were 
soon too busy to think, for soon 
we were back at our old jobs as 
Army nurses again taking care of 
the wounded. This kept up until 
Feb. 11 when we were officially 
relieved of duty. The next day 
we walked out of the gates of 
Santo Tomas, boarded transport 
planes and flew over the smoking 
city. 

“Here we are at last,” Lt. Rie- 
per said, “among our own, hardly 
daring to think of all the wonder- 
ful sights in store for us at home. 
St. Louis has been kind of a 
fading dream to us for so long. 
It is still hard to realize that soon 
we'll be there, out of the tropics 
and the hell of war.”

North 
answered as above indicated— 
that he had been afraid of both 
diamonds and clubs, 


It is pertinent to observe, of 
course, that South was under no 
compulsion to bid three hearts all 
on his own after North had shown 
no signs of life. The fact remaina, 
however, that a double of two 
spades by North would have made 
it virtually impossible for his part- 
ner to go astray. North's argu- 
ment that he was afraid of dia- 
monds and clubs had very little 
point to it. If he doubled two 
spades, there was surely no obli- 
gation on his own part or that of 
South's to double three diamonds 
or three clubs if the opponents 
ran to one of those contracts, and 
surely it would not be any calam- 
ity to let East-West thus escape 
and score 60 or 80 points below 
the line. The double was strategi-
